HAMILTON GULTY 
S GIVEN 18 YEARS 
N ASSAULT CASE 


Merritt’s Friend To Ask 
New Trial; Jury Out 
Two Hours—Death De- 
manded by State. 


J. L. Hamilton, 3l-year-oid factory 
worker and associate of the condemned 
Alvin E. Merritt, late Wednesday aft- 
ernoon was found guilty of criminal 
assault and sentenced to serve from 
18 to 20 years in the penitentiary. 

The verdict was returned by a jury 
in Superior Judge E. E. Pomeroy’s 
court after it had deliberated slightly 
less than two hours, 

Judge Pomeroy immediately passed 
sentence on Hamilton, who stood be- 
fore the bar surrounded by a cordon 
of deputy sheriffs, his wife, his mother 
and his brother, Johnnie Hamilton. 

Len B. Guillebeau, chief of Hamil- 
ton’s defense counsel, announced that 
a motion for a new trial and an ef- 
fort to gain Hamilton's release on 
bond would be instituted this morning. 

Verdict Attacked. 

“This is a gross miscarriage of 
justice,” Guillebeau said. “I firmly be- 
lieve in Hamilton’s innocence and will 
work to any end to prove it. I am go- 
ing to ask a new trial for him imme- 
diately and also seek to gain his re- 


lease on bond.” 
The Hamilton case was given to 


the jury after Solicitor-General John 
A. Boykin and Assistant Solicitor-Gen- 
eral Dd A. Stephens had asked that 
the young married man pay with his 
life for an alleged attack on a young 
North Side matron on -the night of 
February 1, this year. Mr. Gille- 
beau and Mr. Knight stressed the fact 
that the testimony and identification 
of the alleged. victim was in the main 
uncorroborated. The defense counsel 
also scored the solicitor-general and 
members of his staff for an alleged 
“trumped up” case, 
State’s Case Attacked. 

“The state has no case against this 
man,” Gillebeau said. “Bhey have 
failed to produce a single witness oth- 
er than the young lady victim who 
links him with the crime. It purely 
is a case of mistaken identity. We 
have proven by the defendant's state- 
ment, corroborated by members of his 
family and others that he was at home 
where he belonged when the crime 
was committed.” 

Both Gillebeau and Knight asserted 
that Hamilton was arrested and 
charged with the crime solely because 
he was an associate of Merritt and 
happened to be at Merritt’s home, 
1000 Greenwood avenue, the night the 
condemned “North Side fiend” was 
captured. 

Rebuttal Testimony. 

Wednesday, the second day of the 
Hamilton trial, was given over chiefly 
to argument. The early part of the 
morning session was oceupied by the 
state in offering its rebuttal testi- 
mony, featured chiefly by the testi- 
mony of an expert from the federal 
weather bureau, who said that the 
night of February 1 was clear and 
one of the coldest of the winter. The 
weather expert’s testimony was offered 
to answer the contention of the de- 
fense that the night was too dark 
for the woman victim of the attack 
to be able to see her assailafit well 
enough to positively identify him. 

There was only a handful of per- 
sons in the courtroom all through- 
out the trial, the spectators being 
friends and relatives of Hamilton and

Is Asked 
ish Fund 
Fruit Fly 


President Recommends 
That $4,250,000 Be Made 
Available To Meet 
Grave Emergency. 


BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

Washington, April 24.—Emphasiz- 
ing the importance of immediate ac- 
tion, President Hoover late today 
transmitted to congress recommenda- 
tion that legislation be adopted giving 
authority for the transfer of $4,250,- 
000 out of existing appropriations for 
use in combatting the ravages of the 
Mediterranean fruit fly, recently dis- 
covered in citrus groves of a section 
of central Florida and now declared 
to offer a menace to fruit and vege- 
table creps of Georgia as well as other 
southeastern states. 

The amount recommended by the 
president represents the unexpended 
balance of the $5,000,000 fund appro- 


priated by the last congress for check- 
ing activities of the pink boll weevil 
in Texas. Administration of the fund 
will be left to Dr. C. L. Marlatt, chief 
of the plant quarantine and control 
board of the department of agricul- 
ture. : 


Lord Gives Approval. 


President Hoover's message of 
transmittal was accompanied by a 
communieation from Director of the 
Budget Lord aprpoving the transfer 
and setting out the urgency of taking 
immediate steps to eradicate the pest. 

Shortly after the recommendation 
reached the lower house, Congress- 
woman Ruth Bryan Owen, of Miami, 
announced in behalf of members of 
the ® and Georgia congressional 
delegations .that an effort would be 
made to effect passage tomorrow. To 
this end several conferences were held 
with Speaker of the House Long- 
worth and Floor Leader Tilson. Both 
of whom are understood to be ready 
to expedite action. 

Mrs. Owen, who has taken a lead- 
ing part in the several conferences 
with administration. officials and de- 
partment of agriculture heads over the 
Mediterranean fly situation during the 
past few days, said she had been as- 
sured that no delay would be encoun- 
tered in obtaining necessary legislation 
for the $4,250,000 fund. In behalf of 
the various congressional members in- 
terested she expressed gratification 
over the prompt action of adminis- 
tration officials in offering to co-oper- 
ate in every Way possible. 

Quarantine Planned. 


Incidental ‘to the quarantine of 
Florida territory, which federa! offi- 
cials have had under consideration 
for the past forty-eight hours, 
the department of agriculture, 
in a formal statement issued earlier

Palestine, Texas, April 24—(?)— 
Windstorms that swept over sections 
of eastern Texas shortly after noon 
today left in their path at least ten 
dead, scores of injured and heavy 
damage to farm buildings and crops. 
Several persons were reported missing 
as relief workers dug into debris. 

The wind struck heaviest at Slocum, 
a hamlet 18 miles south ef Palestine, , 
where at least ten persons were killed 
and_ many injured by a tornado that 
blew up with little warning, cutting a 
swath a half-mile wide and four miles 
long. 

A tornado of lesser intensity swept 
over the Janes community, four 
miles north of Center, near the Louisi- 
ana border, soon after the Slocum 
storm. No lives were reported lost, 
but a woman was seriously injured 
and seventy-five residents weré made 
homeless when houses were destroyed. 

15 Believed Dead. 

Searchers believed the number dead 
‘at Slocum would be increased to more 
than fifteen. The work of searching 
debris went forward and several resi- - 
dents were reported missing.

Hospitals Are Filled. 

Physicians and ambulances were 
rushed to the stricken area at Slo- 
cum and the I. G. N. hospital and 
Palestine sanatorium were filled as 
emergency cars and private automo- 
biles continued to bring in additional 
injured. Preparations were under 
way to care for some of the injured 
in public buildings. Roads leading 
to the hamlet were congested with 
motor cars bearing relief parties from 
several near-by towns. 

M. H. David, postmaster at Slo- 
cum, gave a graphic descgiption of 
destruction wrought by the tornado 
which was one of the worst ever felt 
in this section of the state. 

Mr. David stated but one small 
structure in the community escaped 
fury of the wind, which razed two 
schools, two churches, seven store 
buildings and nine dwellings. 

Approximately 150 school children 
were playing on the campus when the 
tornado appeared suddenly from a 
shroud of dark clouds, he stated.

HOOVER MUST FIGHT. 

The action of the senate com- 
mittee on agriculture to keep the 
debentures plan in the farm relief 
bill is a challenge to President Hoo- 
ver to fight out the issue on the 
floor of the senate. If he fails to 
muster a majority there, he will 
have to depend upon the house to 
sustain him, or in the last resort 
wield his veto power to stop the 
subsidy drive. 

The president has left congress 
in no doubt whatever as to his fixed 
opposition to the debentures 
scheme. In his letter to Chairman 
MeNary he riddled it with ten solid 
shots, every one of which made a 
hole hard to plug with an argument. 
He cannot retreat from his position 
and the result must be a complete 
surrender of the plan or the inevi- 
table smashing of it by a presiden- 
tial veto. 

It is scarcely believable that the 
majorities in the congress will go 
through this special session, called 
specifically to deal with farm re- 
“ lief, without passing a measure to 
that end which the.president can 
accept as redeeming his campaign 
pledge to the farmers of the nation. 


But if the personal political in- 
terests of the congressmen sway 
them to the extreme of challenging 
the judgment of the president and 
resubmitting the whole problem of 
farm relief to the electorate in the 
campaign of next year, there will 
come a confusion in national politics 
such as has not been since the con- 
ditions in the free silver campaigns 
of 1896 and 1900. 

Meantime, the simple solution of 
the case seems obvious. It is to 
eventually pass a president’s bill and 
let the consequences be upon his 
head. If it works to the Satisfac- 
tion of the farmers the politicians 
can claim credit for it, and if it 
fails of satisfying effects they can 
charge the failure upon the presi- 
dent alone.

SNAKE BITE NOT SO. BAD. 

Each season I make some’ allusion 
to the eomparatively low mortality of 
snakebites, whether by rattlesnakes or 
other venomous kinds, in the United 
States, and this never fails to draw 
some sharp retorts and sarcastic com- 
ments from old-timers who naturally 
dislike to see the substance of some 
‘fine yarns fading away like that. But 
| the truth is that only a small propor- 
tion of all the people who. actually 
suffer bites by rattlesnakes, copper- 
heads or moccasins, succumb to the 
poisoning, no matter what treatment 
they receive. 

Today a reliable antidote or anti- 
venin is available to everybody. Every 
camper, hiker, auto tourist, worker or 
visitor in a region where any vevom- 
ous snakes are known to exist should 
be equipped with this antivenin for 
prompt use in emergency.

Georgia Senators Aid. 


Senator W. J. Harris and Senator 
Walter F. George, of Georgia, have 
manifested a keen interest in the 
situation here and have attended 
many of the .conferences lookin to 
federal aid in a program to eradicate 
the pest before it makes its appear- 
ance in Georgia. After wiring Gov-

ALL BULK FRUIT 
TO BE DESTROYED. 

Valdosta, Ga., April 24.—(Special.) 
Receipt of official information this 
morning that citrus fruit infected 
with Mediterranean fruit fly larvae 
had been discovered in a number ot 
Gorgia cities led to ‘the issuance 
of an official qiiarantinte order by 
Valdosta representatives of the state 
board of entomology for immediate 
seizure and destruction of all bulk 
citrus fruits. 
Mayor W. H. McKey led off with 

official proclamation decteeing 
the seizure and destruction of all 
such fruit in Valdosta and immediate 
orders were issued that the seizure 
proceed. Trucks under police guard 
collected the condemned fruit, the or- 
der meeting with few protests from 
dealers who had stocked up. The 
chief quarantine inspector here sent 
telegrams to mayors of Georgia cities 
urging that immediate action be taken 
to seize all bulk fruit at once in an 
effort to prevent the invasion of the 
state by this dread pest from the in- 
fected points in Florida. 

Soon after the mayor’s order, coun- 
ty officials held a consultation and 
placed all of the county authority be- 
hind the movement, extending the con- 
demnation proceedings and seizure to 
all parts of Lowndes county. 

Seouting quarantine officers were 
hurried out from Valdosta in every 
direction along the 241-mile _ state 
border line to strengthen all possi- 
ble weak places in the cordon and 
to urge the most drastic measures to 
prevent invasion. 

In spite of the rigid quarantine 
which was promptly put into effect, 
fears are expressed here that a por- 
tion of Georgia may be already in- 
fested through infected fruit brought 
into the state before the pest was 
discovered in Florida. While it is 
hoped that this fear is groundless, 
much apprehension is expressed. 


Entomological officials here fear 
that the people of the state have 
not yet become uroused to the wide- 
spread devastation which will fol- 
low the invasion of the enemy to agri- 
cultural products, and the statement

Stand of Hoover 
On Farm Relief

Washington, April 24.—Senator 
Smith Wildman Brookhart, of Iowa, 
chief Hoover farm campaigner, 
“broke” today with the president on 


agricultural relief in a senate speech 
that possessed some of the fire the 
Iowa senator displayed when he first 
came fo the capital, five years ago, 
promising to wear overalls. — 

‘Brookhart never donned his overalls, 
and in recent months he had been 
ironically dubbed by his colleagues 
“the closest man” to the president be- 
cause of his ardent support of Mr. 
Hoover during the campaign. Previ- 
ously he had been a ieader in the 
western farm revolt against the -re- 
publican party. . 

Pledges Not Carried Out. 

He reminded the senate today that 
he had made 200 ampatre speeches 
for Mr. Hoover, but, he said in e.- 
fect, the president has not carried out 
his campaign pledges to the farmer. 
The Iowa senator then went the whole 
route by urging that congress disre- 
gard the president and prepare to pass 
“a real farm bill” over Mr. Hoover's 
veto. 

The Iowa senator’s break with the 
president was the outstanding devel- 
opment of the day in congress, both 
branches of which were engaged with 
farm relief. The strong republican 
majority in the house brushed aside 
one attempt after another by demo- 
crats to amend its farm bill, and pre- 
pared for a final vote tomorrow. A 
democratic move to revive the old 
equalization fee appeared in the sen- 
ate in a proposed amendment by Sen- 
ator Copeland, New York. This is 
doomed to failure. AR

Complete Aviation School 
Will Be Established Here 
Within Next Two Months . 


Texas Air Transport To 
Open Operations at Can- 
dler Field With 6 Planes 
and High-Class Pilots. 


A complete flying school, to be lo- 
cated at Candler field within the 
next 60 days, bringing not less than 
six additional planes and much other 
equipment, as well as commercial 
pilots and | instructors, all with de- 
partment of commerce transport 
licenses, was announced Wednesday 
by Robert Smith, of Fort Worth, 
Texas, general traffic maneger for 
Southern Air Transport, Ine., which 
controls the Atlanta-New Orleans- 
Houston air mail éontracts. 

Following on the heels of the fly- 
ing school, Mr. Smith said passenger 
service between Atlanta, New Orleans, 
Houston, Fort Worth and Dallas, 
Texas, would be inaugurated by late 
summer or early fall. 

Mr. Smith stated that with ‘the es- 
tablishment of the flying school, two 
ships would be brought here for cross- 
country flights and general commer- 
cial work. _ With the advent of pas- 
Senger service, it is probable that an 
express service also will be started. 
The passenger service wil] meet 
planes for Brownsville. Texas, where 
the Pan-American, lines will extend 
the service to Mexico City, Central 
American points and Panama. San 
Antonio and many other Texas points 


also will be on Southern Air Trans- 
port lines, he said. 


TosBe T. A. T. School. 


Inauguration of the Candler field 
flying school will be undertaken by 
Texas Air Transport, Inc., which has 
schools in four Texas cities, with more 
than 85 pupils at this time, and which 
will install six additional schools with- 
in 60 days, the Atlanta school, one in 
New Orleangeand four more in Texas. 

At every port where the company 
operates all pilots hold transport 
licenses and all mechanics hold class 
“A” department of commerce licenses. 
All helpers hold class “E” licenses, 
Mr. Smith said. In addition to the 
service for the servicing of planes 
the establishing-of an aerial motive 
service for the servicing of planes 
and replacing of parts.

How the quick wit of Tullio Serafin, conductor of 
the orchestra, saved Tuesday evening from a total loss 
and turned impending disaster into a triumphal perform- 
ance of ‘‘Aida”’ is one of the biggest news stories that 
ever drifted up from Courtland and Gilmer streets.

The Story 


ACT IL. 


The scene is a street in Venice, in the 
seventeenth century. It is a spring holiday 
and we see a brilliantly dressed crowd in 
the grand courtyard of the ducal palace. At 
the rear is the giant staircase and the 
Portico .della Carta, with a door leading 
into the jewel-blazing Church of St. Mark. 
A public letter writer is seen in the crowd 
with his writing table and there is an open- 
ing in one of the walls for the disposal of 
those secret denunciations against any per- 
son which could _ be 
made to the Inquisition. 


Barnaba, a spy of the 
Inquisition, watches the 
people dance and, know- 
ing that the prisons of 
the Inquisition are lo- 
cated beneath the pav- 
ing, ironically remarks 
they are dancing above 
their graves. 

La Gioconda, a ballad 
singer, beautiful and 
young, brings her blind 
mother, L& Gieca, to sit 
in the sun. She turns 
to follow the crowd, 
which has started for 
the Adriatic shore to 
watch a regatta, when 
Barnaba stops her and 
says he loves her. She 
is angry and afraid and 
runs away while the 
blind mother, thinking 
her daughter in danger, 
screams .for help. 


Barnaba, seeking re- 
venge, tells Zuane, de- 


feated competitor in the 

regatta, that the reason he lost was because 
La Gieca bewitched him. The superstitious 
mob attacks the blind woman, whose ap- 
peals for help are answered by La Gioconda 
and Enzo Grimaldo, a noble young man 
who is secretly loved by La Gioconda. 


Enzo drives back the mob and then the 
Grand Duke Alvise, with his wife, Laura, 
enters the scence. Through Laura’s plead- 
ing, La Cieca is saved and in gratitude she 
gives the duchess her rosary. 


The crowd follows the duke off stage, 
leaving Enzo and Barnaba alone. To Enzo’s 
astonishment, Barnaba addresses him by 
his proscribed title, “Prince of Santa Fior.”

A boat glides up to the ship and Laura 
steps on board. There is a love scene and 
the two agree to sail away together as soon 
as the wind rises. . 


Enzo is called below and Laura, alone on

La Gioconda then pulls Laura into an- 
other boat, just before Barnaba and _ his 
men, soldiers of the Duke Alvise, rush on 
board and seize Enzo. Enzo, as he is cap- 
tured, sets fire to the ship. 


Laura, attired for the ball, enters and 
Alvise tells her she must dit. Her pleadings 


are in vain and she is thrown down, dragged 
to an adjoining room and shown a funeral 
bier already waiting to receive her. Alvise 
gives her a goblet of poisoned wine which 


| he is ordered to drink before the next 


dance.. He then goes to greet his guests. 


La Gioconda again appears and empties 
the poisoned wine into a bottle, filling the 
goblet instead with a harmless sleeping 
potion. . 


Here comes the “Dance of the Hours” as 
part of the grand ball. 

After the famous dance, Barnaba rushes 
in, with Enzo, dragging in La Cieca. Bar- 
naba charges she was working witchcraft 
but she insists she was merely praying for 
the deaf. 


Enzo spppoaches Alvise and takes. off his 


mask. ‘Alvise tells of the fate he has de- 
creed for Laura and, 
throwing back the cur- 
tains shows her lying, 
apparently dead, upon 
the bier. 


ACT Iv. 


A ruined palace on 
the bank of the Orfano 
canal. Laura still 
asleep, is carried in, 
and, at La Gioconda’s 
command, is laid upon 
an old couch. La Gio- 
conda has agreed to 
marry Barnaba on con- 
dition the spy helps 
Enzo and Laura to es- 
cape. She sings here a 
famous aria, “Suicide 
Only Remains.” 


Enzo, freed from pris- 
on by Barnaba, appears. 
Thinking Laura dead, 
he is prepared to kill 
himself and turns also 
against La Gioconda.

New York, April 24.—Dr. Charles 
Brancati, wealthy Italian physician, 
who owned and lived in the famous 
old Gouveneur Morris mansion in 


New York, has dropped from sight. 
and with his disappearance as unusual 
a mystery as any fiction writer could 
concoct has arisen to harass the New 
York police. 

Dr. Brancati was last seen at 8 a. 
m. November 19, when he left the 
mansion where he and his brother 
maintained bachelor apartments, say- 
ing he hhd been called to visit a 
friend. . Since that day, investigation 
has revealed, at least $225,000 has 
been drawn by a man who held papers 
empowering him to act for Dr. Bran- 
eati, and from his half million dol- 
lar account with the brokerage firm 
of Hardy & Co. Today, after two 


. weeks of secret search, detectives ad- 


mitted they had as little idea where 
the man who drew the money might 
be as they did of the whereabouts of 
Dr. Brancati himself. 

The physician, who was in his for- 
ties, was a leading practitioner among 
the wealthy Italians of New York. 
After building his prosperous medical 
practice, he had invested in real es- 
tate, holding some 20 valuable par- 
cels of New York property, largely in 
the Bronx. He also had speculated in 
the stock market with much success, 
rolling up a fortune believed to run 
well over a million dollars. The Gou- 
verneur Morris mansion alone was 
worth $400,000 and his account with 
his broker involved a half million in 
cash, stocks and securities.

APPLE GROWERS SEEK 
TARIFF ON BANANAS 


Cornelia, Ga., April 24.—North 
Georgia apple growers are seeking to 
have congress place a duty on ba- 
nanas to protect them, as well as 
the peach growers, from alleged unfair 
competition. 

J. Frank Beck, of Atlanta, presi- 
dent of the Consolidated Apple Grow- 
ers Exchange of Cornelia, in a spe- 
cial communication today asked United 
States Senator Walter F. George at 
Washington to call a caucus of the 
Georgia members in congress for the 
purpose of securing their support in 
a tariff protection measure. 

“The banana is a foreign fruit, 
grown, mainly in Central American 
countries, on the cheapest land, and 
by the cheapest labor in the world,” 
said Mr. Beck. “This cheaply pro- 
duced product is produced and mar- 
keted mainly by a single monopoly, 
with vast financial strength, against 
which our fruit growers are now 
helpless. 

“Our fruit, grown on higher valued 
land and by labor entitled to an Amer- 
ican standard of living, cannot suc- 
cessfully complete with the cheaply 
— banana and its wide distri- 
ution, 

“It is a most unfair competition 
which may be rem@lied by a sufficient 
duty charge undér a revised tarilf, 
that will protect the American grower. 
of fruit in fis home markets.” 

The apple growers’ exchange, a co- 
operative organization, representing 
at the present time ninety-seven grow- 
ers,in north Georgia, is vitally inter- 
ested in the effort to secure to agri- 
culture some of the benefits of pre- 
tection now accorded manufacturing 
interests through tariff regulation, 
Mr. Beck pointed out. He called at-
